Serving  the  college  as  athletic  director  since 
1989,  Gwyn  Young  has  been  head  coach  of 
the  Lady  Wolves  basketball  team  for  31  years. 
Since  coming  to  Co-Lin,  he  has  seen  his  team 
win  title  after  title  and  has  compiled  a  record 
of  673  wins  and  207  losses  to  rank  him  as  the 
NJCAA  Second  Winningest  Active  Coach  in  the 
nation  and  the  Winningest  Mississippi  Junior 
College  Women's  Coach. 

Coach  Young  has  put  the  Lady  Wolves  on  the 
map  as  one  of  the  nation's  most  premier  bas- 
ketball teams.  Under  Coach  Young's  direction, 
the  Lady  Wolves  have  accomplished  numerous 
awards  including  19  regular  season  first  place 
finishes,  13  South  Division  Championships,  17 
State  Tournament  Appearances,  five  MAGC 
State  Championships  (1993,  1997,  1999,  2002 
and  2003)  and  been  runner-up  to  the  State 
Champions  five  times  (1983,  1984,  1998,  2006, 
and  2007).  The  Lady  Wolves  have  won  five  NJ- 
CAA Region  XXIII  Championships  (1989,  1993, 
1997,  2002,  and  2007),  been  runner-up  to  the 
NJCAA  Region  XXIII  Champions  seven  times 
(1990, 1996, 1998, 1999,  2000,  2004  and  2006), 


and  made  five  NJCAA  National  Tournament  ap- 
pearances (1989,  1993,  1997,  2002,  and  2007). 
Coach  Young's  team  finished  6th  in  the  2007 
National  Tournament  and  has  been  consistently 
nationally  ranked. 

Young  was  named  Region  XXIII  Coach  of 
the  Year  in  1989,  1993,  1997,  2002,  and  2007. 
Coach  of  the  Year  honors  were  also  received 
by  Coach  Young  from  the  MAGC  and  the  MAC 
in  1993,  2001,  and  2007.  Young  has  also  been 
named  The  Clarion-Ledger's  Community  College 
Coach  of  the  Year  on  numerous  occasions. 

Coach  Young  also  serves  as  the  Vice  President 
of  Student  Services.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Copiah- 
Lincoln  and  was  named  to  the  college's  Athletic 
Hall  of  Fame  in  1997.  Coach  Young  received  his 
bachelor's  degree  from  Mississippi  College,  and 
master's  degree  from  the  University  of  Southern 
Mississippi.

Keith  Case  enters  his  16th  season  as  the  field 
general  of  the  Copiah-Lincoln  baseball  team. 
Case  joined  the  Co-Lin  athletic  department  af- 
ter a  successful  career  in  the  Mississippi  High 
School  ranks. 

Case  has  guided  the  Wolves  to  eight  National 
Junior  College  Athletic  Association  (NJCAA)  Re- 
gional Tournament  appearances  and  two  MAGC 
State  Tournaments.  His  1998,  2000,  2001  and 
2005  teams  won  the  NJCAA  Region  XXIII  Divi- 
sion II  championship  and  advanced  to  the  NJ- 
CAA Central  District  Tournaments.  The  2000  and 
2005  teams  advanced  to  the  NJCAA  Division  II 
World  Series  in  Millington,  Tennessee  and  fin- 
ished No.  4  in  the  Nation. 

Case  received  NJCAA  Region  XXIII  Coach  of 
the  Year  honors  in  1998,  2000,  2001  and  2005. 
Case  received  the  Louisville  Slugger  Excellence 
in  Coaching  Award  in  1998.  He  was  awarded 
Diamond  Baseball  Company's  Coach  of  the  Year 
Award  in  2000,  2001  and  2005. 

During  his  career.  Case  has  compiled  over  540 
victories  as  a  head  coach.  He  has  guided  his 
teams  to  conference,  division,  district,  state, 
and  region  championships  during  his  24  years 


as  a  head  coach.  In  the  last  15  years.  Case  has 
been  instrumental  in  placing  Co-Lin  Baseball  in 
the  National  Rankings  on  the  diamond  and  in 
the  classroom. 

The  Wolfpack  finished  in  the  top  10  academi- 
cally in  1999,  2000,  2002,  2003,  2004,  2006, 
and  2007.  He  has  coached  five  NJCAA  Ail-Ameri- 
cans, five  Distinguished  Academic  Ail-Ameri- 
cans, nine  Academic  All-Americans.  Sixty-seven 
former  Co-Lin  players  have  gone  on  to  play  at 
four-year  college  and  universities  and  11  former 
players  have  played  or  are  currently  playing  pro- 
fessionally. Over  the  last  15  years,  32  former 
players  are  now  coaching  on  the  high  school  or 
collegiant  level. 

Case  holds  a  B.S.  degree  from  Mississippi 
State  University  and  a  M.  Ed.  from  William  Carey 
College.  He  completed  additional  studies  at  Mis- 
sissippi College  and  the  University  of  Southern 
Mississippi. 

A  native  of  Tryus,  Mississippi,  Case  is  a  gradu- 
ate of  Monticello  High  School.  He  is  married  to 
the  former  Susan  Caffey  of  Jackson.  They  have 
two  daughters,  Macie,  16,  and  Ras,  8. 
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Glenn  Davis  begins  his  fourth  year  as  head 
coach  of  the  Wolves.  He  led  the  Wolves  to  a 
21-0  shutout  victory  over  the  Georgia  Military 
Bulldogs  in  the  2006  Sea  Island  Company  Gold- 
en Isles  Bowl  Classic.  The  Wolfpack  finished  the 
2006  season  with  a  9-3  record,  ranked  No.  6 
in  the  final  NJCAA  poll,  MACJC  South  Division 
Champions  and  State  Runner-Up. 

Davis  previously  served  at  Co-Lin  as  offen- 
sive coordinator  from  1995-96.  During  those 
two  years,  he  helped  lead  the  team  to  a  15-5 
overall  record. 

Davis  is  a  1982  graduate  of  Delta  State  Uni- 
versity where  he  was  a  three-year  letterman  as 
a  defensive  back  and  outside  linebacker  for  the 
Statesmen.  His  other  coaching  stints  include 
offensive  coordinator  at  South  Natchez  High 
School  (1982-85),  graduate  assistant  at  Mis- 
sissippi State  (1986-87),  defensive  backs  and 


wide  receivers  coach  at  the  University  of  North 
Alabama  (1988-91),  and  quarterbacks,  run- 
ning backs,  and  wide  receivers  coach  at  Holmes 
Community  College  (1992-94).  From  1997-2003 
he  served  as  running  backs  coach  at  Mississippi 
State  University  under  former  head  coach  Jackie 
Sherrill. 

Under  Davis'  tutelage,  the  Bulldogs  lead  the 
Southeastern  Conference  in  rushing  in  2000  av- 
eraging 193.8  yards  per  game  and  ranked  third 
in  1998  averaging  172  yards  per  game.  He  men- 
tored  Dicenzo  Miller  to  Mississippi  State's  sixth- 
ever,  1,000-yard  season  in  2000  (1,005  yards) 
and  James  Johnson  to  the  fourth  and  fifth-ever, 
1,000-yard  campaigns  in  1997  (1,069  yards) 
and  1998  (1,383  yards).

The  2008  Lady  Wolves  softball  team  looks  to 
begin  another  run  at  making  the  playoffs.  Last 
year's  team  had  a  disappointing  finish  with  a 
25-15  record.  The  injury  bug  hit  hard  late  in 
the  season,  with  three  key  players  lost  and  one 
severely  limited.  The  Lady  Wolves  lost  several 
very  close  division  games,  finishing  one  game 
out  of  the  playoffs.  This 
ended  a  four-year  string 
of  finishing  first  or  sec- 
ond in  the  very  tough 
MAGC  South  Division. 

All  nine  of  last  year's 
sophomores  graduated, 
an  accomplishment  Head 
Coach  Allen  Kent  is  very 
proud  of. 

"We  try  to  stress  that 
there  is  a  reason  "stu- 
dent"    comes      before 
"athlete"    in    the    term 
"student  athlete."    High 
profile    players    lost   to 
graduation  were  two  time 
NUCAA    All-Region    XXII 
selection    Erin    Douglass

guished Academic  All-American  selection  Annie 
Selman. 

This  year's  squad  returns  NJCAA  All-Region 
XXIII  pitcher/utility  player  Meleah  Brown. 
Pitcher/second   baseman   Kalya  Crochet,   in-

Brown  lead  the  Lady  Wolves  in  many  offen- 
sive categories  last  year,  including  RBIs,  dou- 
bles, homeruns  and  slugging  percentage.  She 
compiled  a  .382  batting  average,  while  also 
fashioning  a  7-4  record  on  the 
mound  with  a  2.53  ERA. 

Crochet  hit  .375  and  had  a 
pitching  record  of  9-5.  Sykes 
finished  with  a  .342  average 
and  was  really  swinging  a  hot 
bat  when  she  went  down  with 
an  ankle  injury  and  was  lost  for 
the  last  14  games  of  the  sea- 
son. Langley  hit  .348,  leading 
the  team  in  stolen  bases  and 
was  second  in  RBIs.

Incoming  freshmen  include  Bogue  Chitto 
products  Candace  Avants  (utility),  Chelsey 
Miller  (outfield),  and  Devon  Welch  (utility), 
Copiah  Academy  catcher  Becca  Boone,  Magee 
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High  School  utility  player  Brittany  Watts,  Law- 
rence County  pitcher/utility  Ashley  Jones,  ACCS 
infielder  Alex  Foster,  catcher  Missy  Paulina  from 
Grace  King  High  School  (LA),  pitcher  Rebecca 
Rousseau  of  San  Antonio,  TX,  and  pinch  runner 
Amber  Bowman  from 
Wesson. 

Pitching  will  be  at  a 
premium  this  year.  The 
Lady  Wolves  will  begin 
the  fall  session  with  six 
pitchers.  Sophomore 
hurlers  will  be  Rebecca 
Bailey,  Meleah  Brown, 
Caroline  Burkes  and 
Kayla  Crochet.  Fresh- 
man pitchers  are  Ash- 
ley Jones  and  Rebecca 
Rousseau. 

Having  six  pitchers 
is    unusual,    but    not 
necessarily  a  problem, 
according  to  Kent.  It 
gives  us  so  much  more 
depth,  as  well  as  many 
relief  options.     Most  of 
our  pitchers  swing  the  bat  well  enough  to  be  on 
the  field  even  when  they  are  not  in  the  circle. 

The  catching  position  should  be  strong  as 
well,  with  four  incoming  freshmen  with  plenty 
of  catching  experience.  Candace  Avants,  Becca 
Boone,  Missy  Paulina  and  Brittany  Watts  all 
have  spent  time  behind  the  plate.  Boone  and 
Paulina  probably  have  put  in  the  most  time  at 
catcher,  but  having  others  that  can  get  back 
there  is  always  a  plus.  It's  not  the  most  glorious 
job  on  the  field,  but  one  of  the  most  important. 
We  feel  really  good 
about  this  position  for 
the  next  two  years. 

Errors  plagued  the 
Lady  Wolves  last  sea- 
son, averaging  just 
over  two  per  game, 
accounting  for  70 
unearned  runs.  "We 
must  do  a  better  job 
of  taking  care  of  the 
ball,"  said  Kent.  "Our 
pitchers  should  keep 
us  in  most  games,  but 
the  defense  has  to 
be  able  to  back  them

up." 

Our  team  speed  should  be  a  little  better  this 
year.  I  would  like  to  see  us  steal  more  than  we 
did  last  year  with  50  stolen  bases.  We  have 
the  ability  to  steal  more,  its  just  getting  those 
people  on  base  in  the 
right  situations.  Lang- 
ley,  Avants,  Miller  and 
Bowman  all  have  the 
potential  to  put  up 
some  good  numbers 
on  the  bases. 

We  must  be  at 
the  top  of  our  game 
every  time  we  take 
the  field.  There  are 
no  cakewalks  in  the 
South  Division.  De- 
fending State  and 
Regional  Champion 
Mississippi  Gulf  Coast 
Community  College 
only  lost  a  couple  of 
players.  South  Divi- 
sion runner-up  Pearl 
River  returns  one  of  the 
top  pitchers  in  the  league  and  is  always  strong. 
Jones  County  has  developed  into  a  major  con- 
tender and  Southwest  will  be  much  improved. 
Most  people  believe  that  the  South  Division 
is  by  far  the  strongest  from  top  to  bottom,  so 
its  up  to  us  to  take  care  of  business.  We  can't 
count  on  someone  else  beating  another  team. 
Our  previous  success  only  makes  teams  bring 
their  A-game  each  time  they  face  us.  Our 
whole  league  is  improving  and  that  is  good  for 
the  state.

The  Co-Lin  men's  tennis  team  continued 
their  tradition  of  excellence  in  the  classroom 
as  they  were  named  the  National  Junior  Col- 
lege Athletic  Association's  (NJCAA)  Academic 
Team  of  the  Year  and  the  Intercollegiate  Ten- 
nis Association  (ITA)  Scholar-Athlete  Team  of 
the  Year  with  a  3.61  grade  point  average. This 
marks  the  third  time  in  five  years  (2002  and 
2005)  that  Coach  Mike  Mclntyre's  team  has 
captured  the  top  NJCAA  award.  His  2003, 
2004  and  2006  team  were  runners-up. 

Individually,  sophomore  Cody  Cunningham 
of  Brookhaven  was  named  NJCAA  Distin- 
guished Academic  All-American/ITA  Scholar 
Athlete.

The  Wolf  pack  made  the  most  of  their  first 
bowl  appearance  in  20  years  en  route  to  a  21-0 
victory  over  the  Georgia  Military  College  Bull- 
dogs in  the  Sea  Island  Company's  Golden  Isles 
Bowl  Classic  in  Brunswick,  Ga.
